Invoking of (JSC 1 12 6th paragraph is noted and places these claims in condition for allowance. However, applicant's agruements with 
respect to the remaining claims are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Pedoeem does not provide door leaf and pin inside the door as claimed. The examiner still considers it to be 
a reasonable interpertation that the leaf 103 and pin 1 16 are at least partitially within the door, since the u-shaped channel is part of the 
door 202. Further, as far as placing the entire leaf and pin structure within the door, as stated in the rejection, such structure is generally 
known in the art as a means of hiding a hinge pin and associated hinge leaf, and thus would have been obvious. 

Applicant argues that there is no teaching of torsional resistance between the hinge leaves as claimed, and that the present 
invention is to operate in the opposite reverse order as Pedoeem. As discussed In the Summary of The Invention, one leaf is more 
frictionally held than the other, thus providing an inherent torque, thus meeting the claimed limitation. Even if the order were differently 
claimed, such a modification In the sequence would be a mere locations of parts and would be considered equivalent structure.
